less such affidavit shall be made and filed, or delivered as 
aforesaid, the person applying shall not be allowed to 
purchase any portion of the lands described in his or her 
application; and every purchase of such lands not made 
for the purpose of actual occupancy or cultivation by the 
applicant, or exceeding the quantity above limited, shall I, .
